Twenty-Four Bodies Recevered trom 
the Miami River. 


Great Loss of Life at Xenia—Dwellings and 
Their Inmates Blown Inte the Miami 
Crops and Outbuildings Ruined—A Loco- 
motive Lifted and Carried One Huntired 
and Fifty Feet-—Sad Work of the Sterm in 
Indiana and Uinets. 


CINCINNATI, May .be oity of Xenia, 
Green County, this State, is reported inaoces - 
sible, on account of rain, from any direetion, 
because of washouts by lags night's storm. 
Archer Creek, which flows from the egut 
through a culvert under the railroad, near the 
depot, dammed the culvert with drif~wood, 
forming a great reservoir, which broke the 
railway embankment, swept through the 
town, carrying houses away, causing loss of 
life and sweeping away 600 feet ot rallway 
track, 

TWENTY-FOUR BODIES RECOVERED. 

Only the merest outlines of the great disas- 
ter are yet obtainable. From these it appears 
that the rainfall last night was the worst ever 
known in that locality. It was like 
* lengthened cloud-buret, beginning 
at8 o’clock and continuing until after 10. 
shawnee Run, which runs through a portion 
of the town, with cottages built on its banks, 
rose to an unprecedented height. Ex- 
actly how the great volume of water 
acted, whether by being dammed and 
then breaking, or by. its direct 
course, is not known, but from fifty to 100 
buildings were swept from their foundations 
and the inmates suddenly found themselves 
helpless in an angry flood. How 
many lives were lost is not yet 
known, but at 10:30 the rescuing parties 
had recovered twenty-four bodies, It was es- 
timated that a number more would yet be 
found. The storm is described as 
the most digastrious ever known on 
the Little Miami road. The nearest 
approach any train could make 
to the city was three miles. Bridges were all 
washed away and in places the track was also 
torn away. Trees were down, fences de- 
stroyed and crops ruined, It will require days 
to repair the railroad, but meanwhile east- 
ern travel will de conduoted via the Muskin- 
gum Valley Railroad. 

TWENTY PERSONS KILLED. 

10:45 4. M.—There is still no telegraphic com- 
munication with Xenia or Dayton, but from 
the railroad officials it is ascertained that the 
water fell so rapidly thatthe oulvert under the 
railroad choked up, creating an immense res- 
ervoir, which finally broke the embankment 
and rushed through the town, tearing down 
trees and washing away houses. Twenty per- 
sons are reported to be killed and a large 
mumberinjured. A. fearful wind blew down 
trees and telegraph poles until there was no 
communication with Cineinnati whatever. 
The little Miami Railroad started ite Eastern 
train two hours late this morning, by way of 
the Muskingum Valley. 


Dayton, O., Flooded. 


Darton, O., May 18.—The storm last night 
resulted in considerable damage. Hainfall 
filled both Miami rivers bankfull. The drain 
age of the city let water into Main street, 
where business blocks oocoupy all the 
ground. The thoroughfare became «a river 
and flooded ell) the store cellars 
destroying goods, especially in groceries, 
shoe houses and hardware stores. Arnold 4 
Son claim a loss of $10,000. TheWolf Oreek levee 
broke, flooding the West Side and undermin- 
ing structures and turning families o of 
small tenements, The patrol system c ed 
women and children out of danger. The Big 
Miami raised nine feet between 9 p. m. and mid- 
night, which indicates great loss to farmers and 
gardeners of the valley. Rallway bridges and 
culverts were washed out and telegraph com- 
munication shut off from Dayton. Trains 
wereall behindand several hundred people 
detained in the city. A washout on the Bee 
Line, four miles south of Dayton, took away 
200 feet of embankment. It delayed the 
night express to New York and 
will delay the running of trains for 
twenty-four hours. Like washouts ere re- 
ported on every road out of Dayton. This 
morning no trains had arrived since d o’clook 
last night. All kinds of extravagant rumors 
are afloat. Senator Kemp left for Dayton on 
the receipt of the news that his house had

Wo turther partioujars of yesterday's storm 
in Indiaga and lilineis ere ag yet obtained, 
owing te the interruption of telegraphic com- 
munigations, Wires were swept down by the 
secre, In one place over a hundred poles 
were blown down. There is no communica. 
tion whatever with St. Louis, Cincinnat. and 
other southern points, and Cincinnati is com- 
pletely ent off in all directions up to 9:30 a. m.

A Fatal Plunge. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 13.—The east 
bound passenger train on the Indiana, Bloom- 
ington & Western Railroad, which left here at 
Po'eclock last night, ran into a washed-out 
gulvert near Newcastle, Henry County, to- 
wards midnight, with terribly fatal effect. 
The engine, baggage car and the first passen- 
ger car plunged into the abyss, J. V. Trenary, 
engineer, and James Hudson, fireman, both 
of this city, and an unknown passenger were 
instantly killed in the crush, and the baggage- 
man and conductor severely injured. All of 
the passengers were more or less bruised, but 
none seriously burt, Trains will be delayed 
all day by the wreck.

4 Town in Ruins. 


INDIANAPOLIE, Ind., May 18.—-A storm passed 
over Kempton, thirty-nine miles east of 
Lafayette on the Lake Erie & Western 
Railroad, about half-past 5 o’clo¢k 
last evening, unroofing houses, tearing 
down trees and fences, and carrying 
everything before it. One man was killed and 
anumber are reported seriously wounded. 
There were several severe washouts below 
here on. the Lonisville, New Albany and 
Chicago & Wabash Railroads, and trains are 
from eight to twelve hours late. A number of 
buildings were struck by lightning and con- 
siderable property destruyed, but no one in- 
jured, 


A Terrible Tornado, 


PrITTsBurG, Fa., May 18.—Late dispatches 
from pointe along the Conenaugh Valley re- 
port several persons serionsly injured by the 
tornado which passed over that section Mon- 
day evening. Mrs. James Brett, who gave 
birth to a child about three hours before, and 
was in bed. was carried out over a fence into a 
field, picked up more dead thanalive, She is 
not expected to live. Bertie Foust, a friend of 
Mrs. Brett, was carried some distance. John 
Foust’s house was blown down. The bed- 
clothes were carried a mile and a halt and 
lodged in tree- tops. 


Great Damage. 

CoLtumsus, O., May 18.— Reports from 
Springfield announce destruction by lightning 
and food. A portion of two trains were de- 
railed but there was no loss of life. The foun- 
dations of several buildings were washed out, 
allowing them to tumble down, and several 
houses inthe city and country were burned 
from being struck by lightning. 

Aspecial from West Baltimore says George 
Miller, a prominent farmer, was struck by 


lightning and killed. 


A Windstorm. 


OpEssa, Mo., May 13.—A tremendous wind- 
storm swept over this place, damaging prop- 
erty to the extent of $250,000. Two churches 
were destroyed, one was moved from its 
foundation and two others were seriously 
damaged, The business section was consid- 
erably damged but the residence portion es- 


caped. 


Kansas City in Mourning. 

Kaweas Crrr. Mo., May 13.—The excitement 
caused by Tuesday's disaster has subsided. 
The search for bodies in the ruins has been 
discontinued as tt is considered certain that 
all have been recovered. A large number of 
funerals are being held to-day. One or two of 
the injured are still in a critical condition. 


Struck by Lightning.

Church was struck by lightning, the spire 
shattered and considerable damage done to 
the auditorium and lecture-room. Two men 
engaged in burning lime were prostrated by 
a bolt and two horses killed.

The 
first three signatures to the petition are those 
of the Duchess of Aberdeen, the wife of Bishop 
Knox and Mrs. Henderson of Norwood Tower, 
Belfast. They represent, respectively, the 
nobility, church and people. 

; A MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

At a conference yesterday of members of the

LONG AND SHORT HAUL, 
The Cullom Committee’s inter-State 
commerce bill has passed the Senate by a 
vote of & to 4. Itnow goes to the House 


ee |

with a long and short haul provision 


which the House will be strongly inclined 
either to amend or strike out altogether. 
As reported from the committee the bill 
contained this provision: 

That it shall be unlawful for any common 
carrier to charge or feceive any greater com- 
pensation in the aggregate for the transporta- 
tion of passengers or property subject to the 
provisions of this act fora shorter than fora 
longer distance over the same line, in the 
same direction, and from the same original point 
of departure. 

By a vote of 29 to 2% the Senate at one 


time struck out, on motion of Senator 
CaMDEN, the words printed above in 
italics. Without those words the provision 
simply applies to all inter- State commerce 
a common law rule of reasonable com- 
pensation, which the courte have invaria- 
bly sustained, which is enforced by specific 
statutes in a number of States, and in 
France, and wherever there has been any 
attempt to put a reasonable and legal 
limit to unreasonable discrimination. 
With those words added the provision was 
merely an attemptto repeal that common 
law principle and those statutes as to a 


few favored points, and to legalize any 


discrimination whatever in their favor, 
while enforcing the rule so as to discrim- 
inate against and injure all other points. 

But before passing the bill the Senate 
on the motion of Senator EDMUNDS, by a 
vote of 27 to 24, restored the words, “from 
the same original point of departure,” 
and added the words, or to the same point 
of arrival.“ This proposition was voted 
down once, and afterwards adopted by a 
majority of only three on a close vote. A 
motion to strike out the long and short 
haul provision as finally amended was 
then voted down by 29 to 20. 

The objection of the House will be that 
the qualifying words, from the same 
‘‘original point of departure or to the 
‘‘same point of arrival,“ convert a long 
and short haul provision into something 
worse than a mockery; that they legalize 
discrimination in its worst form, and are 
inserted on purpose to exempt competitive 
points from the operations of existing 
statutes and judicial decisions. The pro- 
vision as adopted finally by the Senate 
makes it lawful for an inter-State line to 
charge twice or many times as much for 
hauling oar loads 100 or 500 miles between 
St. Louis and any adjacent States, as for 
hauling the same car loads through St. 
Louis from ocean to ocean,in any direc- 
tion. 

Without those qualifying words the 
provision would permit discrimination 
enough to enable the roads to meet all the 
demands of healthy competition at com- 
petitive points. It would still permit 
them to charge as much for delivering 
New York goods in St. Louis as in Denver, 
Santa Fe or San Antonio. It would still 
permit them to charge as much for baul- 
ing Kansas wheat from St. Louis to New 
York as from Topeka to New York, or to 
charge as much for delivering the 
same wheat in St. Leuis as in New 
York, or to deliver Kansas wheat 
in New York as cheap as the 
wheat of Indiana or Ohio. Why should 
they be licensed to charge more for a 500- 
mile haul than for one of 1,500 miles. To 
permit them to charge as much is a suffi- 
cient recognition of the fact that railroads 
can haul cheaper for great competitive 
points that furnish great quantities of 
freight and back-loads. It leaves ample 
margin for discrimination to cover the 
difference and to make every rational con- 
cession to competition. |

But Judge 
FIELD, while concurring in the final decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court, assumes that it 
has not yet deelded the point he raised in 
the case, and holds that it will yet have to 
interpose that point to prevent corpora- 
tions from having imposed on them an un- 
equal share of public burdens. His idea 
seems to be that the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment makes the eourts, and not the Legis- 
latures, the judges of what is equitable and 
proper in the way of taxation.

This practice has always been very obnoxious 
to the miners, — for the reason that 
they are charge rA high prices for 
ine very necessaries of life by the company 
storekeepers, and when pay-day arrives it not 
infrequently requires * cent they have 
made to settle their store bills. In this man- 
ner the companies, in some instances, practi- 
cally obtain the services of the men for little 
more than their board and lodging. 

These are the three great evils which it will 
be the object of the National Association to 
obviate. When asked if the association would 
become a branch assembly of the Knights of 
Labor, Mr. Bailey said that, he could not 
answer the question, but that most of the 
miners already belonged to some loan 
Knights of Labor assembly.

Although it is still early in the season the 
political pot is boiling at a lively rate, and the 
campaign may be said to be fairly opened.

General Assembly entitled: ‘‘An act regulat- 
ing the holding of elections and declaring the 
results thereof in cities, villages and incor- 
porated towns in the State. Approved June 
19, 1885, and in force July 1, 1686, at the en- 
suing State and county election to be held on 
November 2, 1586, as provided and required by 
the act mentioned. The petition is in the 
hands of a committee, who will work assid- 
uously to obtainallthe signatures of legal 
voters possible.
